Tné culinary tools and utensils 
needed for fondu include the chafing 
dish with its hot water pan. spoon, 
tray for ingredients, toaster, heated 
serving plates, measuring cup, table- 
spoon, bowl, larger powl, egg heater, 
bread knife, grater, dish for cheese, cut- 
ting board, clock. 

The cheese may be grated or chopped 
fine and turned into a dish and placed 
upon the ingredient tray.

Curtains That Costume the Room 
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OT long ago a clivni’s chance re- 
mark that “of course every cne 
is interested in curtains” re- 

called to mind that even playwrights 
have found the topic so important 
that it was chosen to furnish the 
background for a most delightful per- 
formance. e 

Perhaps some of you have seen ‘Mr. 
Pim Passes By’—and remember that 
hroughout its entire action the hero- 
ine was engaged in making new cur- 
tains for her living room. Nothing 
distracted her for very long from that 
absorbing task. The life of the family 
almost broke before her; all manner 
of intense and interesting situations 
arose. but always she returned to her 
curtains. And at the last, as the stage 
curtain descends, we see the entire 
family on stepladders and _ chairs, 
hanging the curtains. 

In our own experience, too, we all 
know of dull and mediocre rooms that 
rave been transformed into inviting 
spots by the use of the right curtains; 
and rooms that were gracious, light and 
simple— until their windows were hung 
with some unsuitable fabric that com- 
pletely blotted out their charm. 

Curtains are, in fact, so comparable 
to the personal costume that rules of 
dress can be applied to them in an al- 
most human way. As a beautiful 
‘woman’s charm is inevitably dimmed 
by the wrong costume, s0 no room can 
possibly be effective with the wrong 
curtains. Not only must they fit in 


size, but they must also be appropri- 
ate in quality and kind; becoming to 
the room’s complexion; in key with 
its character. 

Very easily can curtains be mace to 
intensify the spirit of a room, empha- 
sizing just the particular note of dig- 
nity or gayety desired; giving by their 
correct use the final color accent 
needed to complete tl.e decorative 
scheme. And quite as easily. can a 
mistaken choice of color or fabric de-

stroy the good effect of all else in the 
room. 


I am thinking of a certain plain little 
room which would have been the most 
cheerless spot but for its eurtains. And 
that you, too, may picture the impor- 
tant part they played I have chosen 
a corner of the room. for Htlustration. 

It happens to be a boy’s room—and 
so required plans for hard wear as well 
as beauty. In addition to the handi- 
cap of size the room’s one window 
looked ‘out upon the brick wall of the 
adjoining house—a most depressing 
vista, until we hung there a smart 
chintz window shade and ruffled cur- 
tains of crisp cherry red organdie with 
a@ ruffled valance and tie-backs ending 
in huge red organdie roses. Then not 
even the outlook could suppress the 
gayety of the little room. 

As fitting companions for the cur- 
tains we employed a staccato touch of 
a black-and-white marbleized tile pat- 
tern on the floor, and walls were pa- 
pered with a diamond design in tones 
of cream and buff. The little rocker 
was painted green, a cream-colored 
candlewick spread used on the low 
four-poster bed and the reds and greens, 
buffs and blues of books on the open 
shelves introduced more life and color. 

Tt was the friendliest sort of room 
when finished—yet one that might 
easily have become dull through a less 
fortunate treatment of its most for- 
tunate window. 


There are a number of very obvious 
things to remember when one seiec*s 
curtains, Are they. for instanvze, to 
hang in a light recom, with windows ca 
two or even three sides? Or are they 
to go in a room with windows on only 
one side, as is the case in so many city 
apartments? Wh«t exposure has the 
room? Are the windows long, with im- 
portant trim, or are they short groups 
of casement windcws? Are curtains to 
be only a screen to temper the light 
and to reveal as much of the window 
and view beyond as possible? Or ere 
they to be important, heavy curtains, 
adding a definite line of color to tie 
window and concealing somewhat 73 
structure? All these things must be 
considered carefuliy. 


When curtains are to be hung in 
rooms with windows on one side only, 
the color used can almost invariably be 
stronger and clearer than that which 
is to go in rooms with windows on two 
sides, where the cross effect of light 


makes a great cCifference. This is 
especially true in a city of narrow 
streets and high buildings whose 
shadows and reflections so materially 
change the quality of the light that 
color which would scream loudly in the 
country only speaks in a pleasant} 
modulated voice in town. 

Tnere are many rooms where tbe 
view is too fine to close out, or the 
window and casing too beautiful to Le. 
covered, or else the room is so dark 
that all availabie light is needed. 
Often, indeed, the light must be in- 
cluded and the view excluded. Ia ail 
of these instances. and in many more, 
it is necessary to use only thin curtaits 
at the windows. 2 

And since we are in the midst of 
wirm days, when thoughts and plans 
turn naturally to the gauziest dra- 
peries, we will perhaps want to stay 
with the light fabrics to-day, reserving 
the more pretentious curtains for a 
second talk. 

Sheer stuffs can be used in much the 
same fashion as heavier curtains are, 
and hung from the outer trim, or tney 
can be made in the more usual way as 
glass curtains. Perhaps the most prac- 
tical and durable summer curtains are 
made of organdy or voile. These fab- 
rics are very. fine, sheer and also sun- 
fast. They come in all colors of the 
rainbow, wash to perfection, and are 
entirely satisfactory. They can be 
adapted to many treatments and are 
equally good as straight glass curtains, 
or they may be used as somewhat more 
important overcurtains. 

Side-pleated four-inch ruffles are 
splendid finish for the voiles, which 
have all the softness of chiffon and 
none of its wumreliability. Curtains 
made with two or three deep flounces 
and looped up with tie-backs made -of 
pleated panels of voile form a light and 
graceful treatment for the bedroom 
window. 

Organdies are always crisp, fresh and 
inviting, and when made up in two 
or three shades of one color they look 
like a nosegay of spring flowers. To 
be reminded of a bed of daffodils one 
has only to choose a clear orange cr- 
gandy for curtains. Make these with 
frills or orange and pale yellow. In 
lieu of a blossoming peach tree use one 
of those deliciaus peach-colored or- 
gandies trimmed with three narrow 
knife-pleated ruches made in three 
shades of peach and placed about three 
inches apart, down the front of the 
curtains and across the bottom. A val- 
ance, deeply shirred at the top and 
finished like the curtain, and tie-backs 
will greatly add to the effect. 


Silk gauzes, which come in many fine 
colors, are deservedly popular for thin 
summer curtains, but it should be re- 
membered that these nets must be 
made very full, for if they are hung 
at all scantily across the window the 
best effect of the color is lost and they 
have a forlorn and shrunken aspect, 
like a last summer’s frock. Just twice 
as much material as ordinarily’ used 
is required for gauze curtains. When 
they are properly made and hung the 
light which sifts through the soft folds 
of net is wonderfully translucent and 
colorful, 


Perhaps the easiest curtains of all 
to make—and the very cheapest to 
buy—are those made of tarlatan. The 
old-fashioned tarlatan of candy-bag 
and ballet skirt fame makes most 
charming draperies, which are much 
more effective if they are made for 
long windows and fall to the ground. 
They must ajso be extremely full. For 
@ season they will hold their color and 
freshness, and are admirable for use 
at the windows of a city apartment 
during warm weather, - 


Any one of the filmy fabrics men- 
tioned, if well made and appropriate in 
color, will bring both charm and com- 
fort to the home which needs, as truly 
as does its mistress, the help of -cool, 
colorful, washable costume to dress’ its 
windows in summer time. . Then, in 
contrast with their simplicity, the -pat- 
terned linens, the silken draperies and 
brocades are all the more alluring for 
fall and the indoor season.
